PRESENT EDITION. 


N the preſent ſtate of this Country, when the prices 
of wheat and of all other ſorts of grain are ſo high, 
the Public will naturally wiſh to ſee the repreſentation 
made to the King, by the lords of the committee of 
His Majeſty's moſt honourable. privy council, on the 
Sth March 1790, as it contains the principles on 
which many of the regulations in the preſent corn laws 
are founded, as well as ſome account of former ſyſtems, 
and of the laws relating to them. This repreſenta- 
tion was printed in the year 1790, by order of both 
houſes of parliament ; but it is probable that many of 
the copies rhen delivered to the members, may have 
been loſt or miſlaid; it has on that account been 


fince this repreſentation was preſented to the two + 

houſes of parliament, and the events which have hap- 
pened during that interval, may have furniſhed rea- 

ſons to juſtify many in not entertaining the ſame fa- 
vourable ſentiments of thoſe principles, with which

they were at firſt received by the public, and which 


induced the legiſlature, after full conſideration, to adopt 


moſt of them: It may now perhaps be thought no longer 
fafe to reſt ſo important a concern, as the trade in the 


moſt neceſſary article of life, ſolely on thoſe prin- 


ciples. Whatever may be the opinion of the public 


on this moſt intereſting and delicate ſubject, the pre- 


ſent re- publication will be ſo far of uſe, that it will 


bring . thoſe principles again under their view, and 


thereby enable every one to form a correct judgment 

concerning them. It may not however be improper 5 

to obſerve, that in this Repreſentation, the public 

were firſt informed by authority, that the quantity of 

wheat produced in the kingdom, was not then, and 

had not been for ſeveral preceding years, equal to the 
conſumption of its inhabitants *; and conſequently, 


that the price of it had for ſome time continued to 


advance, though in a former period, that is in the firſk 
fiſty years at leaſt of the preſent century, the quantity : 
of wheat produced i in the kingdom, had been far more 
than equal, upon an average, to the conſumption of 

its inhabitants, ſo that the prices had then been gene- 


rally low, and great quantities of it had been exported 


to foreign countries, and large ſums paid out of the 
public revenue, to encourage ſuch Exportation,

N order to underſtand the better the following 
Repreſentation on the corn trade and corn laws 
of this country, it is proper to premiſe, that in a for- 
mer Repreſentation to His Majeſty, preſented about 


the middle of laſt December, it was ſhewn, that the 


price of wheat, taken on an average from the ſeveral 


markets of England, was at that time fifty-two ſhil- 


lings per quarter—That the price of whear, as taken 


from the market of Amſterdam, which is a tree 
market for corn, and affords therefore the beſt crite- 


rion of the medium price of Europe, was, by the 
loweſt eſtimation, ten ſhillings higher per quarter — 
That the prices of corn in other foreign countries, 
were much higher than in ordinary years—That the 


old ſtock of wheat was nearly exhauſted in moſt 
parts, by the demands of the foregoing year—That 


bounties were given by the municipality of Paris, on 


wheat brought into the ſaid city; and that bounties 
were paid, as well by the government of France, as 
by the municipalities of many of the great towns ſitu- 


ated upon the coaſt, on wheat imported therein 


That in Spain, all duties on corn imported were taken 


off, and that bounties were given on wheat and Indian 
corn imported into that kingdom—That the ex- 
port of wheat had been prohibited from ſeveral

tation of a ſcarcity, many governments: had formed

It was alſo ſhewn, that from a failure in the execu- 
tion of an act paſſed in the laſt ſeſſion of patliament, 


there was at that time no law in force, fufficient to 
prevent the exportation of corn, whatever the price 
thereof might be, or to permit che importation upon 
low duties, if it ſhould be found neceſſary. 

From a due conſideration of all theſe circumſtances, 


the privy council then adviſed his Majeſty to iſſue an 
order in. council for preventing the exportation, and 
allowing the importation, of ſeveral. ſorts of corn, :

The committee hope, that a change ſo extraordinary 
in a concern of ſo much i importance, is only to be im- 
puted to an increaſed - pulation; to the numbers of 
horſes and other cattle, nich we now breed and main- 
tain more than formerly; and to that opulence which 
has generally diffuſed itſelf amongſt all ranks of men, 
from the extenſion of our trade *. manufactures, and 
which has occaſioned an increaſed conſumption of all the 
neceſſaries of life; for there can be no reaſon to ſuppoſe 
either that the agriculture of the country has of late de- 
clined, or that, for ſo long a continuance of years, the 
ſcaſons can have bec en uniformly unfavourable. 


. onde are further impreſſed with the im- 
portance of this ſubject, and are the more induced to 
think that it requires immediate attention, as from ac- 
counts they have received of the produce and conſump- 
tion of corn in moſt European countries, they are inclined 
to believe, that in ordinary years the produce of corn in 
Europe is not more than equal to the conſumption of 


its inhabitants; and that whenever the crops fail in any 


degree, the deficiency can only be ſupplied from the har- 5 
veſt of America. 


"The lords of the. committee are of opinion, that the 
principles which are beſt adapred tor the conduct and 
regulation of other trades, cannot in every reſpect be ap- 
plied to this of corn: other trades in general produce 
only the comforts and conveniencies of life ;—this has 
for its object an article that is indiſpenſably neceſſary for 
ſubſiſtence: If they at any time decline, ſome indivi- 
duals may be affected in their fortunes, and the poo 
can only ſuffer a temporary loſs and inconvenience; 
but a miſtaken ſpeculation in the trade of corn may pro- 
duce dearth —the conſequence of which will always be 
general diſtreſs, and ſometimes popular commotions: ſo 
that in the management of this trade, goyernment ought 
ever to have in view, not only the proſperity of the trade .

But to extend the freedom of this trade to an unte- 
ſtrained export of corn to foreign countries, would, in 
the opinion of the committee, be produQive of the great». 
WG evils; ſuch export might, in a year of general (ar- 
city, exhauſt the ſtock of any kingdom, and deprive its 
inhabitants of what is neceſſary for their ſubliſtence, by 
ſending 1 it for the ſupply of other nations. There is hardly 
a country in Europe, the government of which, in the 
courſe of laſt year, did not find i it neceſſary. to interpole 
either to retain its own ſtock wholly for the conſumption 

of its inhabitants, or ar leaſt to prevent an unlimited ex- 
portation; and, it is ſingular to obſerve, what induſtry 
and artifice have been employed by the, merchants, and 
even by the miniſters of many countries, to break through 
theſe, reſtraints, and to draw ſupplies from their neigh- 
bours. The greateſt advocates for a free trade in corn 
wich, foreign countries, have always cited the practice of 
Hamburgh, Holland, and particulariy, of the ton of 
Amſterdam, being ap markets for corn, As 2 proof. that 
no inconvenience ed ariſe to the inhabitants of a coun- 
try by, allowing at all times perfect liberty in the import 
and export of corn: The ſenate of Hamburgh, ſenſible 
of the imperfection of ſuch a ſyſlem, have always kept: a 
magazine well ſtored with every ſort of it, to provide for 
the, conſumption. of their own inhabitants, in caſes of 
emergency; and, in the laſt year, many towns of 
Holland, thought it neceſſary to pronihit the export of 
corn from their own, precinct. and juriſdiction, to other 
towns within, the ſame province; and the tree circulation 
of it was, thereby, prevented even in their. own country; 
an the, magiſtrates of Amſterdam, which 1s the greateſt 
corn marker. of Europe, though they kept their port 


open pn, the importation and exportation of corn, yet,

It: appears, therefore, that the principles on 1 our 


corn laws are founded are in general wiſe; the two ob- 
jects they have in view are, firſt to ſecure a reaſonable 


price at all times to the farmer, and in the next place to 


Prevent that price being at any time ſo high as to diſtreſs 


the poor and the manufacturer. With a view to the firſt 
of theſe objects, export is allowed, and even encouraged 


by a bounty, till the price of wheat arrives at 445. per 


quarter; and the import of foreign wheat into this country 


is reſtrained by a high duty, till the price of wheat! in the 
home market arrives at 48. The ſame policy is ob- 


ſerved with reſpect to other articles of corn. It is a true 
obſervation, that no market will be plentifully ſupplied 
with corn, unleſs ſome liberty is given of diſpoſing to 

profit of the ſurplus, for which there may be no demand; 
without this liberty the farmer would endeavour ſo to 


contrive, as to produce no more corn than could be ſold - 


in the home market at a reaſonable profit, and his ſpecula- 
tions would extend no further; the conſequence would be, 
that he would frequently produce leſs than the. home 
market would demand, and ſcarcity muſt ſometimes en- 
ſue; for it has been found by experience, that a very 
imall deficiency of crop will raiſe the Price i in a very! high

policy, which commenced at the revolution, of encou- 
raging by bounty this exportation, and which the legiſla- 
ture has thought fit to continue to the preſent time. 
Whatever doubts may be entertained by ſome, of the 
wiſdom of this meaſure, it cannot ſurely be thought pru- 
dent to alter it at preſent; for it is a certain fact, that the 
agriculture of this country has progreſſively increaſed and 
flouriſhed from the time when this bounty was firſt grant» 
ed; though it 1s true, that other cauſes have been aſſigued 
for this improvement — This bounty may be confidered 
as a compenſation made to the farmer for the reſtraints 
impoſed on his trade, in order to enſure ſubſiſtence to 
the people: : and it may well be doubted whether the 
exportation which is neceſſary to encourage tillage in a 
degree ſufficient for the home ſupply (as before ſtared) 
would take place if this bounty ſhould be withheld. —In 
all years, and particularly, in thoſe of reaſonable plenty, 
the price of corn is lower in the countries bordering on TH 
the Baltic, and in America, than it is in Great Britain.— 39 
In the North of Europe corn can be more cheaply raiſed, | 48 
becauſe the value of land is leis, and the price of abour 
is lower. In America, the value of land is greatly leſs, 
and from the extent of their farms, they are able to reſort 
to new lands, or to ſubſtitute fallows in the place of ma- 
nure, and can therefore raiſe corn without this additional 
expence; and theſe circumſtances more than compenſate 
the higher price of labour in that country. Without the 
aid therefore of the bounty, the merchants of the countries 
before mentioned would be able to under- ſell our corn 
factors in foreign countries; and in conſequence thereof, 
the ſurplus corn of this kingdom would never find a vent, 
except in times of general ſcarcity on the Continent (as of 
late has been the caſe) and it is probable that in common

what is neceſſary for his ſubſiſtence — As ſoon as the 
price of Wheat paſſes 48s. the legiſlature have thought | it 
their duty to attend to the neceſſities of the poor, and to 
encourage the importation of. foreign wheat, by allowing 
it to be imported at very low duties. 


1 he whole of this ſyſtem witely correſponds SIR thoſe 
> $rintt les by which the corn trade ought to be conducted. 
The only doubt that can be entertained UPON it is, Whe- 
ther the export does not ſtop before the price is ſufficiently 
high for the encouragement of agriculture, and the in- 
tereſt of the farmer lt is ſingular that the price at which 
corn is prohibited to be exported is now lower than it 
was above a century ago, and that the price, at which fo- 
reign corn is permitted to be imported at reduced duties, 
is how alſo lower than it was above a century ago; and 
during this period the prices of the principal ſorts of corn, 
taken upon an average of a number of years, do not ap- 
pear to have advanced in an equal degree with the prices 
of many other articles which are of general uſe, and even 
of ſome which are the produce of the farm; and there are 
thoſe who doubt whether this circumſtance has not con- 
teibuted to make the quantity of corn produced not — 
to the conſumption, as it is at preſent.

of corn, by rendering the viciſſitudes of plenty and dearth 
leſs frequent than they were formerly, and by making the 
price of corn more ſteady and uniform. The firmer 1 may 
now at all times depend on a certain reaſonable price, and

_ wholly unprofitable—On the other haffd, the poor have 


no reaſon to apprehend, as in ancient times, the cala- 
mities of dearth and famine.
